last November. It continued this mor- 
ning. 


There were light showers or drizzle 


during the night in parts of Central 
Texas. 


WASHINGTON (AP) President Nixon 


today charged Hanoi with broadening 
the Vietnam war into an Indochina 
conflict and predicted the United States 
and its allies will have more hard 
choices in combatting possible new 
enemy thrusts in South Vietnam, 
Cambodia and Laps. 


In a globe-ranging report officially 


directed to Congress but aimed at the 


, nation and the rest of the world, Nixon 
'keyed his message to a quest for "a full 
generation of peace" this century. But, 
he said, "If winding down the war is my 
greatest satisfaction in foreign policy, 
the failure to end it is my deepest 
disappointment" 


He pledged to continue the winding 


down, the U.S. troop withdrawal from 
South Vietnam. But in stark contrast to 


his declared global peace goal his 
projection for Indochina emphasized the 
broadened war and increased American 
aid and air support for allied ground 
forces. 


The 65,000 word report, covering 180 


pages and accompanied by a nationwide 
radio speech, was the second Nixon 
report on the role of the United States in 
world affairs since he took office.

Patterned after the constitutionally 


mandated State of the Union message, 
this White House overview of the world 
situation disclosed no new U.S. policy 
departures. 


But details were outlined and it gave 


Nixon an opportunity to tell the story of 
his foreign and strategic policies at 
midpassage between the 1968 and 1972 
elections.

Nixon sent the report, which has been 


in preparation for several months, to 
Congress under the title, "United States 
Foreign Policy for the 1970s—Building 
, 


for Peace." 


In discussing the Indochina crisis at 


considerable detail Nixon gave a deeply 
pessimistic report about the prospects 
for a negotiated settlement. 


He had "frankly expected" some kind 


of action from the North Vietnamese- 
Viet Cong side last year, Nixon stated, 
when he expanded political principles 
for a settlement and appointed am- 
bassador 
David Bruce as peace 


negotiator. 


In this, he indicated, he was com- 


pletely disappointed. But "We will not 
give up on negotiations," he said. 


"There is the additional fact that as 


our forces decline, the role we can play 
on many aspects of a settlement is also 
bound to decline," he added. 


However, in his radio address sum- 


marizing elements of the bulky 
congressional message, Nixon directed 
another call to Hanoi for serious peace 
negotiations and renewed proposals he 
first advanced last Oct. 7, including an 
immediate standstill cease-fire and an 
Indochina peace conference. 


The chief executive indicated that 


regardless of what happens in Paris he is 
certain of the final outcome in Vietnam. 
"In Southeast Asia today," he said over 
the radio, "aggression is failing ... South 
Vietnam now has an excellent op- 
portunity not only to survive but to build 
a strong, free society." 


And while affirming his intention to 


announce soon a new schedule of 
American troops withdrawals, the 
President said some U.S. forces will 
remain in South Vietnam "as long as 
North Vietnam continues to hold a single 
American prisoner." 


Nixon appealed for trust in his 


leadership as he seeks to develop what

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Zoning Changes Delayed 
Due to New Ordinance 


LONGVIEW, Tex. (AP) - An explosion 
felt 35 miles away ripped a division of 
the Texas Eastman Kodak Co. today,. 
killing two men and injuring six others. 


The explosion broke windows in 


downtown Longview,' four miles from 
the plant. 
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A small fire that accompanied the 


explosion was put under control shortly 
after it broke out. 


Killed were Larry Wells of Longview 


and an unidentified man. 


Bert Barnard of Longview was listed 


in poor condition. 


Listed in fair condition were E. B. 


Stephensori, a maintenance worker; 
David W. Kinsey and Don A. Brooks, an 
operator. Expected to be treated and 
released were Billy Hen son of Kilgore, 
N. O. Fox of Airport Gardens, Forrest 
Waits of Longview and a man identified 
only by his last name, Hudson. 


Kinsey, who works in the spare parts 


division at the plant, said that the blast 
"caved in the wall of the polyethelyne 
building."

Weils had been employed at the plant 


since Aug 1969. He was a native of 
StephenvUle and was a member of the 
National Guard. He was not married. 


The Eastman plant employes 1,750 


persons. It was not determined how 
many were in the plant when the ex- 
plosion occurred at 7:43 a.m. 


The explosion broke windows in 


downtown Longview, four miles away. 


J. S. Witt, general manager of the 


plant said that calls for ambulances 
were cancelled an hour after the ex- 
plosion.

FORT WORTH (AP) — The Weather 


Service issued a tornado watch today for 
parts of Central and East Texas. 


The alert said: 
"The threat of tornadoes will exist in 


these areas from now until 5 p.m. A few 
severe thunderstorms with large hail 
and locally damaging winds are also 
forecast. The greatest threat of tor- 
nadoes and severe thunderstorms is in 
an area along and 70 miles either side of 
a line from 30 miles northwest of Austin 
to Shreveport.

Pending adoption of the new 


comprehensive zoning ordinance 
and zoning district map by the 
City Commission, the City 
Planning and Zoning Commission 
won't schedule any further public 
hearings for zoning changes, 
Chairman Campbell Gillespie 
has announced. 


Chairman Gillespie said with 


the adoption of a new ordinance 
eminant, persons wanting a 
zoning change would have to find 
out at City Hall under what 
classification such a change 
would fall under the new or- 
dinance which makes provision 
for 17 zoning classification 
districts. 


"It would be rather pointless 


for someone to apply now for a 
classification under the old or- 
dinance which will be outdated 
with adoption of the new, until the 
applicant and the Planning and 
Zoning Commission knows under 
what classification the desired 
change would fall in the new 
district classifications," 
Gillespie said. 
The original zoning ordinance 


adopted in 1959 which became 
effective in January, 1960, 


provided for only nine zoning 
district classifications. 


As an example, say John Q. 


Citizen lives on a corner lot and 
has a chance to sell his home site 
for a service station— if he could 
get it rezoned to authorize 
making that use of the property. 
Under the ordinance being 
super-ceded by the new ordinance 
which will be presented to City 
Commission March 2 for adoption 
on first reading, the applicant 
would seek a rezoning of his 
Residential District property to 
Local Retail, 
the 
highest 


classification in which service 
stations were permitted. 


Under the new ordinance, upon 


adoption, the applicant would 
learn that service stations are 
permitted in six districts, the 
highest (or first level) would be 
"General Retail." They may also 
be in the next five districts- 
Central Area, Commercial, In- 
dustrial 1, Industrial or Planned 
Development. 


The new ordinance is "cross- 


coded" to show type of use 
proposed for property and the 
various district under which a 
particular use may, or may not 
be, permitted. This will simplify 


an applicant determining what 
district classification he will need 
in order to make use as he plans 
of his property if he can petition 
and received favorable action on 
his request for a rezoning from 
one district to another. 


Ordinarily, when applications 


are up for public hearing before 
the City Planning and Zoning 
Commission, public hearings are 
scheduled for the fourth Thurs- 
day afternoon of each month. 
Once the Zoning and Planning 
Commission has 
voted to 


recommend that the change be 
approved or rejected by the City 
Commission the city holds a 
second public hearing before it 
considers adoption of an or- 
dinance on two readings granting 
the requested change. 


Chairman Gillespie said since 


the City Commission must adopt 
any ordinance on two separate 
readings, it is unlikely that the 
new zoning ordinance will have 
been finally adopted before the 
end of March precluding the City 
Planning and Zoning Commission 
from considering any new ap- 
plications before sometime in 
April, or conceivably May.

fertilize the home lawn. The 
answer again is around the 
middle of March. Another 
question we have been receiving 
is how much fertilizer and what 
kind of fertilizer should I use. 


We will strive to answer these 


questions this week. The lawn 
grass regardless of whether it is 
St. Augustine or bermuda needs 
certain kinds and amounts of 
plant food or fertilizer in order to

grow. This is true of plants just as 
it is true for animals and people 
that they receive food to live and 
grow. 


The primary plant food which 


plants in our area need is 
nitrogen, 
phosphorus, 
and 


potash. In some areas other types 
of plant food is needed to keep 
plants growing. 


The reason that we find a 


different need for different areas; 
is due to soil and climatic dif- 
ferences. 


The need of nitrogen is greater 


than other plant food elements 
but due to the chemical makeup 
of this element will remain in the 
soil available to the plant for a 
relatively short time. It is 
because of this reason 
that 


nitrogen must be added to the 
lawn throughout the growing 
season if you expect the grass to 
continue growing vigorously and 
stay pretty and green. 


Phosphorous and potash can be 


applied to the lawn early in the 
year and will last throughout the 
growing season if a sufficient 
quantity was put out 


We recommend the following 


as a guide for home owners in 
applying plant food to your lawn. 


1. —Use only a fertilizer 


without the addition of insect, 
disease, or weed killers. These 
additions are expensive and if 
you really need one of these 
pesticides, there is not sufficient 
quantity to do an effective job of 
controlling the pest. 


2—Apply the first application of 


fertilizer to the lawn in the 
middle of March. 


3—The first application of 


fertilizer should be a fertilizer 
which has all three of these plant 
food elements—nitrogen, 
phosphorous, and potash. Buy 
your fertilizer according to the 
analysis. The first number on the 
label indicates pounds of nitrogen 
per 100 Ibs., the second number 
'indicates pounds of phosphorous 


per 100 Ibs. and the third number 
refers to the pounds of potash per 
100 Ibs. For example, an analysis 
of 10-20-10 would mean 10 Ibs. 
nitrogen, 20 Ibs. phosphorous, 
and 10 Ibs. of potash. 


4.—Apply the plant food with 


all 
three 
— 
(nitrogen, 


phosphorous, and potash) so as 
you are applying a minimum of 
two Ibs. of nitrogen per 1000 
square, feet. 


5.—Reapply a nitrogen only at 


approximately six week intervals 
throughout the growing season. 
The nitrogen only fertilizers 
which may be used on the lawn 
are ammonium sulfate, am- 
monium nitrate, and cerea. 


We receive many questions 


each year about using barnyard 
fertilizer on the lawn. I normally 
do not recommend the use of 
barnyard fertilizer because of 
what you get that you really do 
not want. The use of barnyard 
fertilizer would be good if you 
could be sure of not bringing in 
numerous types of weed seed. It 
is for this reason that I do not 
recommend barnyard fertilizer 
being used. The fact that jthe 
barnyard fertilizer comes from 
the inside of the barn does not 
mean it is free of weed seed. If 
you do use this type fertilizer, you 
can get ready to start fighting 
weeds later. 


February is a time to prune. 


The day may be cold, but the job 
will warm you. 


Before buds begin to swell for 


spring, accomplish necessary 
pruning of winter evergreens and 
summer flowering trees and 
shrubs. Do not prune spring 
flowering plants such as Spireae, 
Azalea, Quince, etc., until after 
spring bloom. Realize that 
pruning 
actually 
induces 


growth...the more one prunes, 
the more the plant grow. Make 
clean, even cuts, leaving no 
stubs. Always cut back to a major 
branch or limb. Treat or seal-off 
all cuts over two inches in 
diameter with a horticulture 
paint. Thin out overgrown 
shurbs, removing branches at 
ground level and within the in- 
terior of the plant 


1—Prune hy bird-tea roses in 


late February to induce new 
growth and blooms. Remove top 
growth to 12 to 15 inches above 
ground. Retain from 4 to 6 
healthy canes. Remove all dead, 
diseased, and injured twigs and 
spindly growth frequently found 
at the base of plants. Postpone 
pruning climbing roses until after 
the major flush of spring blooms. 


2—Trim and shape espaliers 


...pruning now will encourage a 
compact and abundant spring 
growth. 


3—Hollies produce berries on 


aged or second-year wood; thus, 
constant pruning will elniiniate 
possible berry production. 


4—Prune when transplanting. 


Remove the upper third of the 
plant to adjust for damage to 
roots and to, insure new gprwth 
and more abundant summer 
blooms. 


6—Make cuttings of pruned 


materials such as crape myrtle, 
English ivy, and 
aucuba 


japonica. Place 4 to 6-inch cut- 
tings in a well drained rooting 
media. Keep warm and moist 
under glass or plastic to form 
roots.

State residents will have 


another month to qualify for 
voting in the 12-month period 
starting March 1. 


The Texas Legislature last 


week passed a bill extending the 
voter registration period from 
January 31 to February 28. 


County Tax Assessor-Collector 


Jerry S. Scott says he does not 
feel the extension will pose any 
problems in compiling the poll 
lists for local elections. Such lists, 
compiled by hand in some 
counties, are prepared by a 
Waxahachie computing firm for 
Navarro County. 


"Now the people will have five 


months to register instead of 
four," he said. Some 12,000 
Navarro County residents have 
already registered to vote. Last 


year, 14,047 persons registered, 
and Scott said the figure should 
not increase greatly this year. 


Scott said, his office has 


received a telegram from Austin 
stating that instructions for a 
supplemental voter list will be 
forth coming. "I would anticipate 
that a list of those persons who 
have registered by January 31 
will be made up, then additional 
names, or a supplemental list, 
will be added at a later .date." 


Some county tax 
assessor- 


collectors have urged voters to 
hang onto their registration 
certificates because they doubt 
they will be able to get the poll 
lists ready for elections early in 
April. Scott does not anticipate 
such a problem in Navarro 
County.

Riches True And False 
Still Raise Great issues 


Present Age Richest in World History — 


Problem of Getting and Spending Still 
Shakes Empires — Earthly Treasure and 
Heavenly Still Contend for First Place

The International Sun da y 


School lesson for February 28 is 
entitled v "Rich Ttoward XSod." 
One of the sub-titles is "How 
Can I Be Wealthy?" It need 
hardly be said that this is not 
a iesson on how to become 
wealthy 
from 
the monetary 


standpoint but how to 'become 
wealthy by the building up in our 
lives of real spiritual values. 


Balance 


We have sometimes heard the 


remark made "I will pull down 
my barns -and build greater." 
By this we were referring to 
advancement in earthly wealth. 
Jesus in his 
preaching spoke 


frequently about treasure in 
heaven. That .this type of. treas- 
ure is different from the treasure 
deposited in bank accounts or 
stored in safety deposit boxes 
needs hardly to be mentioned. 
Certainly the Bible teaches that 
there are certain types of wealth 
outside the realm in which we 
move. When 
the 
books are 


finally balanced 
it 
'wiM un- 


doubtedly be found that some 
people are 
rich 
in heavenly 


treasure and others poor in 
heavenly treasure. 


Jesus on a certain occasion 


was preaching about values in. 
general. One of the company 
that stood about him interrupted 
the Master with the angry re- 
quest: "•Master, speak to my 
brother, that he divide the in- 
heritance with me." Jesus was 
-quick to resent such an interrup- 
tion and 
replied, ;'Man, who 


made me a judge of a divider 
over you?. And he said unto 
them, Take heed, and beware of, 
covetousness: for a man's life I 
consisteth not in the abundance 
of the things -which he posses- 
seth." 


Then he told of a man whose 


fertile 
ground brought 
forth 


plentifully. He was naturally 
pleased with this prosperity and 
said to himself, "What shall I 
do, because I have 
no room 


where to bestow my fruits? And 
he said, This will I do: I wiH pull 
down my bams, and build great- 
er; and there will I bestow all 
my fruits and my goods. And I 
will say to my soul, Soul, thou 
hast much goods laid 
up for 


many years; take thine ease, 
oat. drink, end be merry. But 
God said unto him. Thou fool, 
this night thy soul shall be re- 
quired of thee: then whose shall 
those things be, which thou hast 
provided? So is he that layeth 
up treasure for 'himself, and is 
not rich toward God . . . 


Moth And Rust 


"Lay 
not up for yourselves 


treasures 
upon 
earth, where 


moth and rust doth corrupt., and 
where thieves break through and 
steal: but lay up for yourselves 
treasures 
in 
heaven, 
where 


neither moth nor rust doth cor- 
rupt, and where thieves do n6t 
'break through 
nor 
stea!: for 


where your treasure is, there 
will yOur heart be also." 


We know what treasures on 


earth are whether we possess 
much or little. But what were 


these treasures in heaven about 
which Jesus spoke? Since heaven 
.•would appear to be quite dif- 
ferent from the planet Earth 
on which • we 
live, 
we can 


presume 'that the treasures of 
heaven are different from earth- 
ly treasures. 


The man who would pull down 


his 'barns and build greater was 
both greedy and foolish. He was 
greedy because he wanted to ac- 
cumulate things of value for no 
other reason then just possess- 
ing them. He was foolish be- 
cause he anticipated a future 
that would never come to pass. 
"Thou fool, this night thy soul 
shall be required of thee: then 
whose shall 
those things be, 


which thou hast provided? So is 
he that layeth up treasure for 
himself, and is not rich toward 
God." 


Bask Requirements 


Some peopte hold that mate- 


rial prosperity is 'wrong. If one 
has plenty of this world's goods 
he is assumed to have secured 
mem in a dishonest or heartless 
fashion. This is not necessarily 
true. There are 
good people 


among the rich, and 'bad also. 
There are good people among 
the poor, and bad also. It is not 
what we have that makes us 
good or bad. Honesty is the first 
requirement in the laying up of 
this world's goods. But we must 
have e sense of stewardship, a 
keen sense of troubles among 
our feHowmen 
that couM be 


cured—at least relieved—by a bit 
of generosity on pur part.. 


The terms "Kingdom of God," 


or "Kingdom of Heaven," mean 
the rule of God. Jesus declared 
that the first duty of a •Christian 
believer is to seek the kingdom 
of God and 
his righteousness, 


and, continued Jesus, "all these 
things shall be added unto you." 
Does this mean that if we lead 
a righteous life we shall be 
wealthy? Not n e c e s s a r i l y 
wealthy in the earthly sense of 
that term but certainly wealthy 
in the heavenly sense. If we put 
God and his kingdom first in our 
lives we can be sure that we are 
laying up treasure for ourselves 
in heaven. There is such a thing 
as being rich toward God, and 
only those who are rich toward 
God have found the secret of a 
happy life.

Two attractive Navarro Junior 


College coeds, Miss Sylvia 
Lizarraga of Bolivia, and Miss 
Meewan 
Pantasuporn

Thailand, were special guests for 
the recent luncheon meeting of 
the Altrusa Club of Navarro 
County held at Holiday Inn. 


Both members of NJC's In- 


ternational Students Club, the 
young women were accompanied 
by the club sponsor, Mrs. Wanda 
Gillen, who is dean of women at 
the college.

CLEBURNE, Tex-Corsicana 


completed probably the greatest 
comeback in its athletic history 
here Tuesday night with a §3-42 
win over Cleburne, finishing a 
hectic 15-AAAA basketball race 
as co-champion for 1971. Tem- 
ple's Wildcats posted a 68-60 win 
over Killeen, and Bryan lost a 66- 
55 decision to Waco Richfield, 
throwing the district into a co- 
championship. 


For Jerry Matthews' Tigers it 


was a sensational finish, winning 
eight in a row, and ten of the final 
11 district games, to finish with 
an 11-3 league mark, and close 
the regular season at 30-7. 


The fighting Tigers faced 


certain elimination each game, 
after falling off the pace with first 
a 1-2 mark, and then a 3-3 tab in 
district play, but fought back 
many times to pull off heart 
stopping victories to remain in 
the race. 


Included in the second round of 


district play were wins over three 
teams tied for the lead, Temple, 
Richfield and Bryan. One loss 
would have thrown them out of 
the fight. 


However, Matthews credited 


hi$ team with a true determined 
effort, which took much sacrifice, 
to fight the odds. He said, "As far 
as I'm concerned this co- 
championship is like a cham- 
pionship. The Tigers simply were 
great and I'm very proud of 
every one of them". 


Corsioana and Temple will now 


meet in a playoff game to see 
which team represents the 
district in schoolboy playoff 
action. 


The share of the title didn't 


come easy here Tuesday as a 
traditional gutty Ydlowjacket 
team took the floor with one thing 
in mind, that being to knock the 
Bengals out of it all/They hung in 
tough until the final period, when 
the Tigers spurted to 19-6 scoring 
margin, outpointing the Jackets 
21-10 in the final quarter. 


In the end it was some great 


free throw shooting, plus rugged 
defense which finally paid off. 
Corsicana canned 11 of its first 12 
free throws in the last period to 
salt it away. 


However, the Tiger trademark 


of sticky defense, slammed the 
door in Cleburne's face in the last 
nine and half minutes, holding 
the Jackets without a field goal. 
Lyndon Overton hit a three point 
play with 1:19 left in the third 
stanza, and that turned out to be 
Cleburne's last two-pointer of the 
night 


Shooting hurt the Bengals in 


the early going as they managed 
only nine buckets out of 33 shots 
in the first half. But, that im- 
proved to an 8 for 18 show in the 
last half. Their final shooting 
percentage was only thirty-three 
percent from the field, but did 
post a nifty 79 percent from the 
line, hitting 19 of 24. 


After Corsicana hurt the 


Jackets badly in the first meeting 
here inside Coach Ken Wigington 
decided to shut off the strength of 
Kim Wyatt and Henry Bowie, 
forcing the Tigers to take the long 
outside attempts. It worked for 
better than three periods, but 
when the Tigers finally worked 
their way to a five point spread, 
Cleburne had to come out, and 
the locals then moved to the goal 
with ease, building a 15 point 
margin, 51-36 with 2:46 left in the 
game. 


A balanced attack spelled the 


doom of Cleburne. 


Bowie, who picked up nine big 


final quarter points, finished high 
with 14, with Wyatt right on his 
heels, canning 12. 


Outside ability came from 


Marcellous Mitchell, who had a 
great night all the way around, 
Steve Smith and Mark Schriefer. 
Mitchell, who along with Wyatt 
and Schriefer were perfect from 
the line, meshed nine points, 
followed by eight each from 
Smith and Schriefer. 


A thorn in the flesh of Cor- 


sicana was senior Freddy Sar- 
chet. The quick guard paced the 
Jacket attack with 15 points, but 
was fouled out with 4:27 left to 
ease the pain somewhat. Over- 
ton, who is the all time leading 
scorer for Cleburne also left on 
five fouls, with 3:31 to go. 


But, then the Tigers broke it 


open. Bowie layed in a pair, 
Mitchell hit two free shots, and 
Wyatt added two more for a 45-34 
lead with 4:04 left

continue it indefinitely.

course, ironically hinging on 
prisoners of war. 


It goes like this: 
North Vietnam and the Viet 


Cong have on the table in Paris a 
proposal to settle the prisoner 
release issue if Nixon will set a 
date acceptable to them for total 
U.S. withdrawal from Vietnam. 


Despite the official U.S. posi- 


tion that a deadline would destroy 
the initiative for a negotiated 
settlement, the real hangup is a 


difference of opinion over what 
would constitute "total" with- 
drawal. 


In lieu of a settlement in Paris, 


President Nixon has declared his 
intention to continue with Viet- 
namization, while making it clear 
that American troop reductions 
will continue only up to a point. 


Secretary of Defense Melvin R. 


Laird has stated: "Until the 
prisoners are released, there will 
be no total and complete with- 


drawal of the American presence 
in Vietnam." 


This leads to a situation in 


which the United States with- 
draws its presence to a given 
point and then tells the Commu- 
nists there will be no more troop 
withdrawals until the prisoners 
are released. 


"I think that's what we're 


coming down to,".confirmed Air 
Force Col. Norris M. Overly, a 
former POW and now a leading 


figure in the Pentagon's efforts 
on behalf of the prisoners. 


Another source—one outside 


the peace movement—who has 
discussed just such a contingency 
with Communist leaders in Paris 
and Hanoi says they will not yield 
to such an ultimatum. 


A stalemate like this, should 


both sides hold firm, could lead to 
interminable war and put those 
Americans in Communist hands 
beyond hope. 


Another aspect of the problem 


is the shape of political as well as 
military developments in Viet- 
nam. 


The North Vietnamese are 


hoping next fall's elections in 
South Vietnam will produce a 
government they can live with. If 
the elections go badly for them, 
the next object in view is the 1972 
presidential elections in the 
United States. 


Reliable intelligence sources 


predict that 1972 will be a year of 
blood bath in Vietnam, if no 
settlement is reached by then, 
with a new Communist assault on 
the order of the 1968 Tet of- 
fensive—only this time without 
enough American combat troops 
to repulse it. 


Faced with such a situation 


while committed to a program of 
withdrawal, Nixon would be left 
with the choice of standing by and 
watching it happen or sending

The impact of such a. develop- 


ment on the U.S. elections is by 
no means entirely predictable, 
but the probable alternatives 
would be a speedy pullout with 
any bargain this country could 
strike or more war. 


Finally, if Vietnamization con- 


tinues to progress without a rev- 
ersal, U.S. strength in Vietnam 
would be down to 25,000 to 75,000 
men by May 1972. 


With such a limited forces, the 


United States would have little 
leverage with which to negotiate 
for release of the POWs, and 
reliable sources believe Hanoi 
would hold onto them until a 
political settlement is eventually 
reached. 
'' The prisoners will come out in 


the next 18 months, or they will 
not come out at all," a source 
said. 


For almost two years the 


American government has been 
waging an intense campaign on 
behalf of the prisoners. The 
; 


principal weapon has been a 
hardline charge that the Com- 
munists are mistreating the men 
they hold. 


Its object is to embarrass the 


Communists in the forum of 
world opinion and force them into 
concessions to save face. To some 
degree it has worked. Since Laird 
officially launched the program 
with a blistering statement on 
May 19, 1969, there have been 
numerous signs that the Com- 
munists are improving the lot of 
the prisoners. 


Mail to and from the prisoners 


is flowing more freely, though not 
as freely as the Pentagon would 
like. There are indications that 
the prison facilities, the food, 
recreational and educational 
opportunities 
have 
been 


upgraded. 


But while this kind of U.S. 


pressure can bring improve- 
ments for the POWs, there is 
some doubt as to whether it could 
ever free them. Some critics of 
the tactic argue that Hanoi 
considers the prisoners a major 
bargaining asset for what they 
want, namely South Vietnam. 
Short of that, they're going to 
make the best deal they can get. 


Furthermore, say the critics, 


the Communists could not sur- 
render the prisoners in response 
to U.S. pressure without losing 
face, and the United States can- 
not back off now without an equal 
loss of prestige. 


By making sUch a to-do over 


the prisoners, the argument goes, 
the United States admitted its 
concern and, in the Communist 
eye, vulnerability. To back down 
now would only encourage the 
Communists to hold out for 
higher returns. 


While Washington and Hanoi 


are facing each other down, 
prospects for a third approach 
are being explored on both sides. 


Hanoi already has made test- 


ing moves toward getting around 
its impasse with the Nixon ad- 
ministration by opening com- 
munications with Congress. The 
list of U.S. prisoners which Hanoi 
says is official was released to 
two senators, rather than to the 
U.S. diplomats in Paris. 


Some people in Congress feel it 


would be a logical complement to 
the administration hardline if 
they could offer a counterpoint in 
the form of a more conciliatory 
approach. 


Such an outlet would allow both 


sides to make 
concessions 


without publicly backing down. 


The chief thrust of the Ameri- 


can POW campaign has been that 
North Vietnam has not abided by 
the terms of the Geneva Con- 
vention on treatment of POWs, to 
which it acceded in 1957. North 
Vietnam keeps insisting the 
convention does not apply. 


Regardless of whether or how 


the Geneva Convention applies, 
there is valid basis for many of 
the U.S. complaints about pris- 
oner treatment. 


Prisoners have been paraded 


through the streets of North 
Vietnamese cities and displayed 
in a manner which violates the 
Geneva Convention. Some POWs 
in the North have been held in 
solitary confinement. There have 
been dietary problems. Mail to 
and from prisoners has been 
severely restricted. 


For a long time Hanoi did 


nothing, except for propaganda 
broadcasts and publications, to 
inform anyone of the men they 
were holding. There still is no 
trace of most of the men carried 
on U.S. rolls as missing.

question and being tolerant of 
other viewpoints); serving as an 
interesting friend 
for every 


reader; acting as a kind of 
"living 
textbook" 
on con- 


temporary problems; being an 
alert watchdog for community 
welfare; 
defending 
the all- 


important freedom of the press; 
and serving as a fervent catalyst 
for community improvement. 


"We must praise the good that 


we see and point out what we 
think is bad," he said. "Readers 
must be able to depend on us to be 
honest, even when it hurts." 


In introducing staff members

Sutherland noted that Business 
Manager Wilson Griffin has more 
than 25 years with the paper, 
Advertising Manager Alvin 
Holley some 15 years, and Press 
Foreman Truly Ethridge more 
than 40 years.

Daily Sun) are an independent 
newspaper, and that's what we'll

publisher." 


In answer to a.question about 


why there are no Saturday 
editions of The Sun, he said "It 


goes back to that economic 
stability. Most Saturday papers 
lose money." 


He briefly related the history of 


the Harte-Hanks organization 
which 
recently merged 26 


separate corporations involving 
17 Texas newspapers, pointing 
out that some editorials are run 
in The Sun that originally ap- 
peared in other Harte-Hanks 
newspapers. "But, starting a 
week ago," he said, "all lead 
editorials have been written 
locally, and we are now citing the 
sources of editorials printed 
under the general heading of 
'other viewpoints'." 


There is no editorial control 


from out of town, he made clear. 


He said editorial ideas come 


from a variety of places, and 
editorial commentaries and ideas 
are welcome from the public, as 
long as they are based on fact and 
are clearly written and in good 
taste. 


Sutherland said it is even 


possible to have varying views on 
the editorial staff of The ,Sun,

he called a new, more restrained world 
role for the United States. 


But the major concern of the message 


throughout was with what he called the 
"most anguishing problem" of Vietnam. 


"Hanoi has made the war an In- 


dochina conflict," Nixon stated, with 
some 240,000 North Vietnamese troops in 
South Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos, 
including a few Viet Cong in Cambodia. 


"Enemy intentions and capabilities in 


Indochina will pose some hard choices 
about the deployment of allied troops as 
we pursue our withdrawals," he con- 
tinued, and North Vietnamese actions 
(in Laos and Cambodia) could, require 
high levels of American assistance and 
air operations in order to further Viet 
namization and our withdrawals. 


The 
theme 
of 
frustration 
in 


peacemaking and danger in world 
conditions pervaded other sections of the 
massive report. 


Noting tiie Soviet Union's power 


position in the Middle East, the 
President said any great nation effort to 
dominate the area would "increase the 
danger to world peace." 


In the nuclear arms race, he told 


Congress and the nation that what he 
termed greatly increased Soviet power 
could tempt Moscow into bolder and 
more dangerous probing of the West. 


He also said the United States would 


like to begin improving relations with 
mainland China, but mat nation con- 
tinues "to cast us in the devil's role." 


Nixon told the American people that 


he was trying to shape a new, less 
burdensome policy line for the United 
States in world affairs. He appealed for 
understanding and perhaps argued 
against any hew swing into American 
isolationism. 


"We have learned in recent years the 


dangers «f our overinvolvement," the 
President told his broadcast audience. 
"The other danger—a grave risk we are 
equally determined to avoid—is un- 
derinvolvement. 


"After a long and unpopular war, 


there is temptation to turn inward—to 
withdraw from the world, to back away 
from our commitments. That decep- 
tively smooth road of the new isola- 


. tionism is surely the road to war." 


To point up his approach to world 


affairs Nixon also covered these areas in 
his message: 
Mideast 
Nixon gave Moscow a barely con- 


cealed warning not to try to dominate 
the Middle East which he called 
militarily and economically vital to the 
Western alliance. 


The United States recognizes "the 


Soviet Union has important interests" in 
the region, Nixon said. But he added the 
U.S. does not seek a dominant position 
and "we cannot allow others to establish 
one." 
Soviet-U.S. Relations 
The growth of Soviet nuclear power to 


parity with the United States "could 
tempt Soviet leaders into bolder 
challenges," Nixon said. Errors of 
judgment by Moscow may have con- 
tributed to the Middle East crisis last 
summer and to Soviet naval actions in 
the Caribbean last fall. 


Apparently Nixon meant that in its 


support for Egypt in moving antiaircraft 
missiles close to the Suez Canal, and in 
the Caribbean cruises of nuclear sub- 
marines, the Soviet leadership was 
probing U.S. intentions and firmness.
